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Archibald Woodsidk. 

Archibald Woodside, one of the 
most prominent deaf men of 
Western Pennsylvania, died at nine 
o'clock, Friday morning, February 

28th, at his residence, 4'-20 Camp' 
bell Street, Wilkinsburg On 
Saturday, February 22d, he was 
stricken with a fainting spell, the 
third within the past two or three 
weeks, all of which came on sud- 
denly. He became unconscious, 
and it was soon discovered he was 
paralyzed on Hie left side. He 
never recovered full consciousness, 
and remained the ! days 
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ARCHlHAi 

sleeping his life « ;rrounded 

by his family, who could do nothing 
but wait for the end. 

Funeral services were field at the 
house, Monday, March Sd, and 
were attended by a large concourse 
ol the deaf.

, ' There is no doubt that the Boston 
Society has been misjudged and 
misrepresented, and that it. Iihb 
borne much personally and collec- 
tively, in silence and patience. In 
spite of all protestations to the con- 
trary, facts now make it evident 
that the famous A? B. B. was or 
ganized in direct opposition to (he 
Society. When certain members 
of the former came forward and 
stated the trouble, at the last con- 
ference of that body, they were 
treated with rudeness and ridicule, 
and Keif respect required that they 
should resign. 

The inner history of the A. B. B 
is much better known to the Boston 
Society than it is supposed to lie 
much better than it is known to the 
general public. It is also known 
to the trustees of the Boston Society 
all bearing men, and 00m pel eat to 
judge. All that can be said iu the 
present article is, that the reasons 
for Mr. Packard's discharue were 
good and sufficient, but quite dif- 
ferent fiom those given in the Deaf 
Mutes' Register of December: ftth, 
1907. People depending upon ihat 
a 1 tide will please resecrve their 
judgment until they know both 
sides.

Of course, I should prefer to have 
both the power of speech and the 
pqwer of thought, but if I can have 
but one, give me the power to 
think and reason !

W. Hugh Grant, a deaf 
gentleman, of Belfast, to thf'Daily 
Mirror of January 14th, a London 
paper with the second largest cir- 
culation in Great Britain.

I once lived near a sturdy old 
gentleman who was described as 
being "quare" in his habits, his 
most outstanding eccentricities be- 
ing the possession of some fifteen, 
not cats, but clocks, and alarm 
clocks to boot, which were all placed 
in his bed room, every one of 
which he took keen pleasure in 
carefully — the neighbours affirm 
malignantly — winding up every 
night before retiring, each timed 
apparently, to go off at different 
periods. 

At Ihe same time he placed under 
his pillow his "tried and trusty" 
watch, and, could any of the alarms 
succeed in awakening him he refer- 
red to it. The final alarm sounded 
at 5.30 A. M ,(ind with a last con- 
sultation with the referee — i e., the 
watch, his strange DOCturnal enter- 
tainment ending, he got up and 
steppeil forth briskly to business 
for the day. 

Living, as be did, in the midst of 
an artisan class mostly connected 
with the shipyards, ii may be as- 
sumed tha*: his idea was to frighten 
sundry neighbours out of bed at 
the wrong hour; anyhow, it did not 
appear to take effect thai way, 
tales to the contraiy notwithstand- 
ing, it. being averred that no one 
cared to admit lo a " lake in." 

It may be of interest to the read- 
ers of tli e Deaf-Mutkh' Journal to 
state that Ihe only definitely known 
victim of the above mentioned 
eccentricity was, curiously enough, 
a deaf-mule employed in one ol the 

Belfast shipyards, a big Scotchman, 

who had only recently come over, 
and being a new hand was most 
particular and above everything 
else anxious to be punctual and 
regular in bis attei. dance at work, 
and having secured lodgings with 
worthy people, next door to the

John Goldfrey died at his home, 
11 Florence Street, Auburn, N. Y., 
at :'» o'clock last Saturday after- 
noon. He was taken sick with 
bronchitis on February 11th, and 
onfined to his bed for five 
days. The cause of his death was 
pneumonia from bronchitis. His 
last respiration ended easily and 
peacefully. Mr. Godfrey was born 
in Broadalbin, Fulton Co., N. Y., 
on the 11th of January, 1822. He 
came to the County of Cayuga, 
N. Y., with his parents, brothers 
and sisters, about sixty-five years 
ago. 

Hon William II. Seward, one of 
the ablest lawyers in the United 
States, the youngest governor of 
the great State of New York and 
Secretary of State under Lincoln's 
administration, sent Mr. Godfrey 
to the Deaf-Mute Institution at 
50th Street in old New York City, 
in 1840. He left school in 1846— 
sixty-two years ago. He went to 
his old home on the farm of his 
mother, four miles east of this city. 
He was married to Miss Eliza Mar- 
tin at Albany, N. Y., on the 5th of 
January, 1850. The young couple 
came to his farm house after .Their 
marriage ceremony. 

Mr. Godfrey was a book binder 
and worked with D. M. Osborne in 
bindery before Mr. Osborne was 
one of the manufacturers of the 
celebrated Osborne moving ma- 
chines. Mr. Godfrey was an iron 
cleaner in the Osborne Moulding 
shop when Mr. Osborne was Mayor 
of Auburn (two terms.) Mr. God- 
frey went with his wife to Geneva, 
N. Y., and lived there for one year. 
They returned to this city, and he 
resumed work as an iron cleaner 
and worked for tweniy-five years. 
He was discharged on account, of 
his old age. Be was a good farmer, 
gardener, book-binder, and iron 
cleaner. He was a very reepi 
able man. His old people who 
knew him. liked him much. He 
was a mirthful and pleasant man. 

The funeral services were con- 
dueled by an Episcopal rector of 
this city. The casket was cover- 
ed with eight beautiful remem- 
brances. One of l hem was a loving 
tribute from the deaf of this city. 
The funeral was atlended by a 
large concourse of relatives, friends 
and sympathizing neighbors, arid 
six deaf-mutes all of this city, who 
■ milled to pay their last tribute 
of respect to the beloved deceased. 
The remains were conveyed to 
Seals Cemetery at 3 o'clook, Tues- 
day, February 18th, 1908. Mr. 
Ifrey is survived by two sons 
and a grand-daughter.

Tho aUalltaudet memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Bnlldlng for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, jiiHt west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit, the erec- 
tion of Buoh a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a / 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
storieH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
